REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary 
reason for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a process 
for recovery oil from a residual oil wherein a mixture of oil vapor and gas from a mixer is 
partially condensed in a column while adding gas or water vapor to the column for 
reducing partial pressure and wherein a high boiling fraction is extracted from the column 
and non-condensed gas and oil vapor are evacuated from the column. 

Weiss et al. (US 6,841,064) disclose a process for recovery oil for residual oil as 
claimed. However, Weiss does not teach a step of partially condensed a mixture of oil 
vapor and gas in a column while adding gas or water vapor to the column for reducing 
partial pressure.
